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February EPA memo ignored 
EPA stifled bid to move 
sewage plant: document

Officials of the U.S. Environmental 


Protection Agency in Chicago Ignored 
a strongly worded Ha.'f memo to 
move the controversial O'Hnrc Water 
Reclamation Plant from residential 
areas. The Herald has learned. 


The EPA also tried lor flvn months 


to cover the existence of the memo 
and denied many persons, Including 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, ac- 
cess to the document, it was learned. 
The memo was written Fob. 4,1975. 


DM Plnlncs Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


released the memo as part nf a report 
to the President's Council on Environ- 
mental Quality on the proposed $94 
million plant, which was approved by 
tha EPA 10 days ago. 


T H E RECOMMENDATION was 


prepared by the Environmental Im- 


pact Statement Unit, which studied 
data concerning the plant. 


The unit recommended the plant to 


be built on a 112-acrc site south of the 
Northwest Tollwny and west of Elm- 
hurst Road. The property, already 
owned by the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, is vacant but near Industrial 
property. 


Tlie final EPA statement, however, 


approved the sanitary district's se- 
lected site, 104 acres at the southeast 
corner of Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road near a residential 2ica. 


The unit recommendation said con- 


struction of the plant south of the toll- 
wuy would be "the most cost effective 
and environmentally compatible solu- 
tion." 


Besides suppressing the document,

Mrs. Zanca declined to comment on 


which of three final candidates will 
receive the post. The three include 
Acting Supt. Roger Bardwcll, a for- 
mer Dlst. 59 superintendent who some 
sec as the leading contender for the 
post. 


The board wil' meet nt 8 p.m. at 


Salt Creek School, 65 Kennedy Blvd., 
Elk Grove Village. 


THE BOARD began its search for a 


superintendent in January following 
the forced resignation of Supt. James 
Erviti. The board hired tho Illinois 
Assn. or School Boards to conduct a 
search. 


IASB screened about 90 candidates 


before suggesting the names of six 
persons to the board. Dist. 59 then in- 
cluded several of their own candidates 
on tho list. 


Within the last few weeks the board 


narrowed the field down to three 
people and conducted all-day inter- 
views with each as well as traveling 
to the candidates' home districts to 
check their records. 


Bardwcll served as superintendent 


of Dist. 59 from 1960 to 1966, leaving 
to accept a post in Ithaca, N.Y. After 
leaving Ithaca he worked for Harper 
and Row publishers and taught at Na- 
tional College of Education. 


downplay the importance of the rec- 
ommendation. 


HARLAN HIRT, chief of the EPA 


planning branch, said the recommen- 
dation represents an "initial" staff 
view, but the recommendation was 
written just a week before EPA offi- 
cials began preparing an environment 
tal impact statement for the plant. 


Hlrt denied that top EPA officials 


ignored or overruled the unit's recom- 
mendation. 


"The final decision reached by the 


agency was different than the rec- 
ommendation of the unit, this is not 
uncommon," Hlrt said. 


Hlrt said EPA attorneys have ruled 


that staff memos are confidential and 
do not have to be released to the pub- 
lic. 


WARD EXPLAINED that he obtain- 


ed "an overlooked copy" of the rec- 
ommendation in March during a 
search of EPA files. He indicated that 
he tried to obtain the report through 
official channels and finally asked 
Crane to attempt to obtain the report, 
but all efforts were thwarted. 


"From pieces of Information gath- 


ered from dozens of EPA and MSD 
personnel, I learned that the EIS unit 
was admonished for recording their 
views in writing and some consid- 
eration was given to destroying)the 
memorandum," Ward said.

'Affordable rent' in 300-imit development 
Housing for elderly has safty, 
comfort

Housing for the elderly with an extra touch to ensure 


safety and comfort without creating an Institutional ap- 
pearance Is what developers soy a 300-unlt senior citi- 
zens' apartment complex in Elk Grove Village will of- 
fer. 


An affordable rent Is part of the package, say the 


developers, M. Meyers and Associates. 


The firm obtained a $4.5 million low-interest mort- 


gage from the U. S. Dopt. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment for the complex. Throughout construction, now 
near completion nt Arlington Heights Road and Well- 
ington Avenue, the builder described tho housing as 
better than average and offering substantial rent sub- 
sidles for tho elderly. 


NEARLY ONE-THIRD of the development — 80 


units — was to be available to low-Income persons at 
rents ranging from $60 to $116, through a double sub- 
sidy. 


The rent subsidies for low-Income elderly, however, 


appear seriously threatened with Illinois Housing Devel- 
opment Authority officials battling HUD officials who 
cut tho double rent subsidy from 80 to 20 units. 


The state officials ore attempting to convince HUD 


that 80 doubly subsidized units arc needed. 


Tho developer is working with housing authorities to 


hold tho originally promised rent subsidies, but sold 
because of the original mortgage subsidies he Is still 
able to offer amenities and safety features not found in 
tho average apartment complex. He says the apart- 
ments arc still a bargain, additional subsidy or not. 


WHAT'S SO special about the Village Grove apart- 


ments? 


LI. Fred Hcnning of the Elk Grove Village Fire Dept. 


and Building Comr. Thomas Rettenbochcr said the 
complex has better than average fire and emergency 
alarm systems. 


Rcttenbacher said more than a year of plan review 


by village staffs wont into the final product. 


Some of the construction requirements are: 
• Ramps from parking lots to building entrances and 


recreational facilities. 


• Entrance doors at sidewalk level. 


A PANIC-BUTTON ALARM system with a direct 
tie-in to the Elk Grove Village Fire Dept. is a 
safety feature of the Village Grove apartment 
complex for senior citizens. Residents who need 
emergency help activate the alarm by tripping a 
signal installed in each bathroom. 


• On the first floor of the two-story buildings all door- 


ways in common areas and apartments, are large 
enough to admit a wheelchair. 


• In some units set aside for the handicapped or 


those confined to a wheelchair, bathroom fixtures and 
kitchen countertops and sinks and appliances are in- 
stalled at a lower height. 


• Electrical outlets, usually at floor level, and wall 


switches for overhead lights are installed at-an inter- 
mediate level. 


• All bathroom tubs have built-in hand rails. An 


emergency "panic alarm" is installed In each bath- 
room. 


When the panic alarm is activated it will sound a 


warning bell in the building and send a direct signal to 
the fire .station. In order to alleviate the possibility of 
accidental alarms the system has a 20-to-30-second de- 


lay before the fire station alarm Is sounded. 


HENNING SAID the department is concerned be- 


cause other communities that have used the panic 
alarm have found it to be a nuisance and some devel- 
opments have, after short use, disconnected the system. 


"There will nrobablv be what some call false alarms 


on the emergency line,' but frankly this department 
feels the security the alarm system affords is worth the 
few non-emergency calls we may have to make," he 
said. 


"If a person feels faint and uses the alarm we will 


respond and feel It was for a worthwhile reason; it 
would be stupid to say the emergency would have to be 
a heart attack to be valid. 


"Using that type of reasoning we should only respond 


to a fire when the house is actively blazing instead of 
getting to a building and finding out we have to put out 
a grease fire on a stove," he added. 


DENNIS PELEGRIMAS, fire protection specialist on 


the building department staff, Is testing the (ire alarm 
systems being Installed hi the building. 


In addition to the heat and smoke'sensors hi each 


unit, the development has common area smoke and 
heat detector alarms with storage and boiler room and 
stairways having additional sprinkler systems. 


Pelegrimas noted that while most apartment com-, 


plexes have a fire alarm system in the hallways, the 
alarm usually goes to a central panel within the com- 
plex and an employe must call the fire, department to 
turn in an alarm. 


"In the senior citizens' complex the automatic alarm 


goes directly to the fire department and will indicate 
which unit in which building is threatened," he said. 


"We've got a good situation here and I feel the fire 


protection systems will afford the residents security. 
The more sophisticated the system is, the more it costs 
and the direct tie-in to the fire department is more 
expensive, but I believe was necessary," he sold. 


Hennlng summed up the fire and building depart- 


ments' attitude towards the development: "We didn't 
want It to look like Geriatric City U.S.A.1 but have made 
a joint effort to make it a safe as well as esthetically 
pleasing place for the elderly to live."

the union a one-year contract with a 
50-ccnts-an-hour raise. 


Union officials aro asking for a two- 


year contract with $1.90 in raises over 
the two years. 


Members of the Chicago District 


Council of Carpenters voted May 10 to 
authorize a strike after tho old con- 
tract expired May 31. The strike vote 
was 7,319 to 723. 


During the weekend, 
the union 


agreed to continue negotiations past 
the contract expiration date, provided 
that any new contract terms be retro- 
active.

ter to parents last week saying it is in 
the best interest of the children and 
the program to keep it at Kensington. 


Several parents from Dist. 59 and 


Dist. 54 have said they will withdraw 
their children from the NSSEO deaf 
program if it remains at Kensington.

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New era in Suez Canal history begins Thursday 


CAIRO (UPI) — Tho Egyptian de- 


stroyer October 8, with President An- 
war Sadat on board, will steam south 
from Port Sold next Thursday to be- 
gin a now era In Suez Canal history. 


Officially the canal will bo back In 


business, exactly eight years after It 
was closed to shipping by the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


Sadat will lead a convoy of ships on 


the first southbound voyage through 
the canal, which cuts through 100 
miles of salt marshes and descr, to 
link the Mediterranean and Red Sets. 


Ho will preside that night at official- 


celebrations in Ismallla, then fly the 
next day to Suez City, at the southern 
extremity of tho canal, to Inaugurate 
a convoy of ships traveling north. 


Tho canal reopening comes with 


Egypt and Israel still in n state of 
war, and with Israeli soldiers dug in 
only a few miles cast of tho water- 
way. Israeli shipping still will be bar- 
red from the canal. 


Whether tho canal can return to its 


prewar importance, however, is an 
opua question. 


Until 1067, the canal was tho main 


artery for shipment of Persian Gulf 
oil to tho West, and It reaped $250 mil- 
lion n year for Egypt In ship transit 
fees. 


Since the closing, cast-west shipping 


has had to make a 10,000-mllo added 
voyage around tho Cape of Good Hope 
at the southern tip of Africa. Super- 


tankers that are too big to transit the 
cannl hove been built to carry the oil. 


Shippers generally have shown no 


great enthusiasm over the reopening 
of the canal. 


With canal fees up 90 to too per cent 


from the 1967 charges, some shippers 
have suggested It will still be cheaper 
to send oil around the Cape In super- 
tankers. 


In addition to the higher fees, they 


cite tho fact Insurance rates are ex- 
pected to'be high for shipping through 
tho canal while it remains a war zone. 
They also note the low rates currently 
prevailing for ship chartering makes 
it economical to use the Cape route. 


But Suez Canal Authority Chairman 


Mashhour Ahmed Mashhour remains 
optimistic. He has predicted the world 
will save $8.2 billion over the next five 
years by using the canal. 


At present tho canal can accom- 


modate ships less than 38 feet in draft 
and up to 70,000 tons loaded, or 150,000 
tons In ballast (without cargoes). But 
Egypt plans to widen the canal to ac- 
commodate all but the largest vessels 
afloat. 


Later this year, the Japanese firm 


Pcnta-Ocean will begin the first stage 
of expanding the waterway to take 
ships with drafts of up to 53 feet and 
weighing 150,000 tons fully loaded. 


Three years later, .work will begin 


on expanding the canal to take ships 
of 67 feet and 270,000 tons fully loaded. 


Tho .largest tankers today carry 


more than 400,000 tons of petroleum. 


Egypt will be the chief beneficiary 


of the resumption of commercial traf- 
fic. 


But Lebanon may suffer. Since 1967, 


many goods bound for ports in Arabia 
have bsen unloaded in Beirut harbor 
and sent overland by truck. Shipping 
through the canal will be cheaper. 


The Soviet Union will benefit, since 


passage of its naval fleet to posts in 
the Indian Ocean will be much short- 
er. 


The underdeveloped East Africa 


coastal countries may prosper. So- 
malia alone is expected to receive a 
60 per cent boost to its sadly lacking 
economy, according to one official. 


International maritime sources pre- 


dicted recently the canal authority 
will realize nearly $275 million in its 
first year. This is $25 million less than 
it cost to reopen the waterway, not 
counting wreck-and mine-clearance 
work. 


After the first stage of canal ex- 


pansion is completed, these sources 
estimate rolls will rise to $290 million 
annually. They then expect revenue to 
double when deepening and wid- 
ening ore completed. 


Tho canal was built in 1859-69 by 


23,000 men working under o French 
engineer. Throughout its history, it 
has ployed a significant role In the 
politics and economy of Egypt. 
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A BRITISH minesweeper lies at anchor in front of 
waterway, which had been closed for eight years as

Zurh: gallon of energy plan 
gasoline will cost 70 cents 


Federal Energy Administrator Frank Zarb said Sunday a gallon 


of gasoline will cost about 70 cents under the administration's ener- 
gy proposals. Zarb said: "The average Increase would be about 10 
cents, with gasoline going up 14 or 15 cents and other products 6 to 
0 cents..."

Ford, Sadat ponder road to peace 


SALZBURG- Austria (UPI) - Pres- 


ident Ford and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat agreed Sunday in this 
alpine resort to do everything possible 
to bring peace to the Middle East, and 
then settled down to hard decisions on 
how to do it. 


"Both presidents arc convinced that 


everything should be done to moke 
practical progress toward peace," Jo- 
seph J. Sisco, Undersecretary of State 
for political affairs, told reporters af- 
ter the first of two days of crucial 
conferences by the two leaders. 


Sisco said Ford and Sadat were dis- 


cussing such options as driving for an 
interim Israeli-Egyptian agreement, 
an overall settlement between Israel 
and her Arab neighbors, or a Geneva 
peace conference of all the parties. 


Indications from the Residenz — the 


400-year-old state palace set aside 
for the first meeting of the two lead- 
ers — were that tho pair had gotten 
down to specifics but had agreeds to 
say little until the talks end Monday 
afternoon. 


However, Sadat appeared clearly 


pleased to be dealing with Ford rath- 
er than U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, whoso shuttle diplomacy 
attempt to reach an Israeli-Egyptian 
i n t e r i m settlement collapsed in 
March. 


Ford and Sadat walked down the 


steps of the Residenz after their hour 


and 30 minute conference Sunday af- 
ternoon. And Sisco told newsmen the 
two presidents did most of the talking 
rather than leaving it to Kissinger or 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi. 


"We accept the dedication of Dr. 


Kissinger to move for peace. But 
what is needed now is some concrete 
efforts by Israel so he won't need too 
much shuttle the next time," Egyp- 
tian spokesman Tohsecn Beshlr told a 
news conference. 


The Egyptian spokesman said what 


Sadat wants is peace action and is not 
particular about which diplomatic 
form — a Geneva conference or 
shuttle diplomacy — is used. 


An important result emerging from 


the Sunday talks In the picturesque 
Residenz and lunch in the Schloss 
Fuschl was the apparently cordial 
ease with which the two presidents 
got along.

Credit alternatives in Fed's hands 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Feder- 


al Reserve Board, which is charged 
with carrying out Congress' ban' on 
sex discrimination in credit, has been 
asked to decide between the cause of 
.women's rights or the battle against 
'inflation. 


Those stark alternatives were drawn 


last week when the board held hear- 
ings on its proposed stringent regu- 
lations prohibiting creditors from dis- 
criminating on the basis of sex or ma- 
rital status. 


Bankers, retailers and other credit- 


ors complained bitterly tho proposed' 
regulations will cost them millions of 
dollars, a price that will be passed 
along to the consumers and feed in- 
flation. They demanded weaker regu- 
lations. 


But women's groups insisted the 


regulations should be even stronger to 
prevent the creditors from dis- 
criminating on the basis of factors 
even vaguely related to sex or marital 
status. - 


"Keep any of those cries of cost in 


perspective," one woman warned the 
board. "Some of those costs simply 
must be borne for a greater social 
purpose." 


Although the proposed regulations 


favor the women's view, board mem- 
ber Jeffery M. Bucher indicated the 
Fed was "concerned" by the credit- 
ors' cost arguments and would adopt 
some compromises after June 30. 


The regulations, implementing* a 


law passed last year to take effect 
next Oct. 28, seek to eliminate bias 
against women wage earners by limit- 
Ing what information <a creditor con 
require any potential borrower to dis- 
close. 


The most hotly disputed proposals 


would: 


• Require by Oct. 28, 1976, that all 
accounts used by a husband and wife 


must be listed in both names. 


• Require creditors to offer any re- 


jected credit applicant a written ex- 
planation of why he was turned down. 


• Prohibit creditors from giving 


"points" to sex or marital status in 
the system they use to rate potential 
borrowers. 


• Require borrowers or credit card 


holders to reapply when their marital 
status changes.

from his son's wedding without both- 
ering to doff his tuxedo.

It wasn't a festival, or a concert, or 


a speech by the President It was tho 
opening of the annual Brandeis Uni- 
versity book sale, billed by its spon- 
sors as the largest book sale and poor 
man's Disneyland in the world. The 
early arrivals just wanted to get first 
crack. 


Book lovers from across the Chicago 


metropolitan area converged Satur- 
day night oh the 2,000-square-foot tent 
outside tho Edens Plaza shopping cen- 
ter in north suburban Wilmette for the 
start of the nine-day sale of used 
books. Some toted bags to carry out 
their books, but most stacked their 
bargain purchases in grocery carts 
while they scoured the massive se- 
lection of best sellers, classics, en- 
cyclopedias, law books, paperbacks 
and you-name-lts. 


"I haven't missed this sale in 15 


years," said the man who hours ear- 
lier had led his son to the altar. Now 
he was shoving his way through the 
masses to get a glimpse at the book 
titles. 


THE SALE WAS started 16 years 


ago by the Brandeis University Na- 
tional Women's Committee North 
Shore Chapter, a booster organization 
which hoped to help fund Brandeis' 
library. The first sale featured 2,000 
books in a suburban store front. 


Since then, it has expanded to in- 


clude 50 annual sales across the na- 
tion, enough to sustain the 27-year- 
old non-sectarian university library 
in Waltham, Mass. The Chicago-area 
sale is the largest, this year with an 
estimated 200,000 books. Last year, it 
pumped $41,000 into the library alone. 


The book donors get hefty tax de- 


ductions. The buyers get hard bound 
books at average prices of 75 cents, 
and paperbacks for 35 cents. 


Use even Is made of the unsold vol- 


umes. Since the sales were in- 
augurated, more than half a million 
leftover books have been donated to 
social service organizations, including 
federal prisons. 


President Ford sent a letter on Jan. 


8,1075 to Mrs. Albert Eerier, the San 
Antonio, Tex., originator of the prison 
program, which said, "This project 
has undoubtedly benefited every to- 
stiution and inmate in the federal 
prison system and does Indeed merit 
special commendation."

There is no legal restraint on the 


power of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board to issue an unlimited amount of 
general - obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $29.7 million Chicago 
Boars' football stadium at Arlington 
Pork Race Track. 


A bill Introduced in the last session 


of the Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities like Arlington Heights 
did not pass and in the opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Speer- "never will." 


As a result, homo-rule municipal- 


ities can "do pretty much what they 
want," Speer says. "There Is no limit 
on tho amount of bonds you can sell, 
or the interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to issue $29.7 million 


in general obligation bonds for the 
stadium was presented to the village 
board lost Wednesday night. The re- 
port was made by Touche Ross and 
Co., New York, for' Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Speer explained the difference' be- 


tween general-obligation bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation is a very strong 


bond, whereas the revenue bond is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there is no liability to the village's 
general fund as in the case of general- 
obligation bonds," he said. 


The Touche Ross report predicts 


that total income from the stadium 
would be more than enough each year 
to pay the interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond issue with a 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3.2 million, while the debt 
on the bond Issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touche Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to the Village of Arlington Heights to 
share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Bears foot- 
ball club. 


If stadium revenue falls below the 


yearly debt service on thu bonds, how- 
ever, the obligation to retire the debt

Village Pres. James T. Ryan said, 


"I had very preliminary discussions 
.with Rudy (Village Mgr. L.A. Han- 
son) about going to Pontinc. The 
people there are apparently willing to 
be very cooperative with us." 


The Pontinc stadium," now nearing 


completion, will be the new home of 
the Detroit Lions professional football 
team. Like Arlington Heights, Pontiac 
has a population near 80,000 residents 
and is a suburb within a half-hour 
drive from the center of the city. 


THE LIONS' stadium is more costly 


than tho $29 million home for the 
Bears, but it will have a retractable 
dome, which the proposed Arlington 
Heights facility will not have. 


Both the stadiums include private 


suites. Tho suites, to be rented to 
large corporations or wealthy individ- 
uals, would provide additional income 
beyond the gate receipts. 


Some trustees said first-hand infor- 


mation about a similar stadium is 
needed, but questioned if the Pontiac 
officials might be brought here in- 
stead of making the trip to Michigan. 


Trustee Frank Pnlmatier said a trip 


to the Lions' stadium could be 
"worthwhile." He said such a trip 
would give the trustees and plan com- 


missioners "a practical feel for what 
we're up against." 


NO DATE for the trip has been set, 


Ryan said, but the village-owned Met- 
ron buses would probably be used for 
the 270-mile trip, he said. 


Hanson said arrangements for the 


inspection tour will be made "in due 
time." He said Frank Smiley, city 
manager of Pontiac, indicated a will- 
ingness to assist Arlington Heights 
through an Inspection of the stadium 
there. 


Ryan said the trustees and village 


plan commissioners would take part 
in the trip. The planners sat in on the 
special meeting last week to hear the 
proposals the developers hope to have 
approved by September.

assumptions 'about the operation of 
the stadium. They are: 


• The Chicago Bears will play all 


home preseason, regular season and 
postseason games, and at least one in- 
trasquad game at the stadium for the 
35-year life of tho bond issue. In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly.• Madison Square Garden Corp. 
will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mote all events at the stadium other 
than professional football. Enough 
events will be successfully promoted 
to meet attendance projections. Eight 
events, in addition to the football 
games, are forecast. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison Square Garden 
Corp. to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing. 


• The Chicago Sting professional 


soccer team will play all home games 
at the stadium during the first five 
years of operation at a minimum an- 
nual rental of $40,000. 


• Madison Square 
Garden will 


manage, operate and maintain the 
stadium for the life of the bond issue. 
Mardison Square Garden will be reim- 
bursed for these expenses through its 
lease with the village. 
' • The Village of Arlington Heights 
will levy and collect all seat charges, 
admission and concession taxes. 


• The village, county and state will 


issue all the necessary permits for 
construction of the stadium. 


• Traffic control and other related 


costs incurred by surrounding com- 
munities will be paid by event promo- 
ters. 


• The National Football League 


will approve the required ticket price, 
seat charge and taxes for the life of 
the bonds. 


• No other operation costs to the 


village have been included in the pro- 
jections. 


The report assumes 90 per cent at- 


tendance, or 72,000 fans, at each 
Bears game. A base ticket price of 
$8.25, a "seat charge" of 50 cents per 
ticket and a 3 per cent admission tax 
on the base price is planned. 


Of a total football ticket income of 


$6.47 million a year, the village would 
receive $1.25 million, according to the 
Touche Ross report. 
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One hundred luxury suites at the

I hove enclosed an article on white sugar that Is frightening. If it 


I* really thli dangerous, please attviie your readers. Would it be 
safer la use artificial sweeteners? 


I am always appalled when I read anything of the nature of the 


article you sent mo. The abysmal ignorance displayed is almost 
unbelievable. 


There are some good things and bad things about sugar, but first 


let's deal with that statement that you should use honey, maple 
syrup or molasses Instead of white sugar. There ure only three 
simple sugars (hexoses): glucose, fructose and galactose. Galac- 
toso is formed only from lactation and Is in milk. Table sugar Is a 
double sugar from the combination of glucose and fructose. When 
you eat In any form the double sugar is divided by an enzyme in" 
tho small Intestine into glucose and fructose. 
; 


Honey is a mixture of glucose and fructose. You don't need to 


split it In the intestine before It can bo absorbed. Once absorbed 
both are simply glucose and fructose. In short, honey and sugar are 
then chemically the some thing. The same is true of the other 
sugars. Fruit contains both glucose and fructose. So the idea that 
whlto sugar is more harmful than the other "natural sugars" is 
based on pure Ignorance. 


The article you sent me stated purified sugar Is a drug. It is not, 


it is a food. As far as it it being habit-forming, to the extent that 
eating Is a fairly common habit,-1 guess it Is. 


TIE BAD THING about sugar and all the other concentrated 


White sugar no 'killer' 


sweets, including honey, is that they contain a lot of calories. If you 
were starving that might not be so bad either. In our society where 
so many have to fight the battle of the bulge, it is a problem. 


Other than calories, it is not what sugar contains that can be 


harmful, but what it lacks. Sugar is just as natural a food as any of 
the other sweets. After all, It is just dehydrated, refined cane or 
beet juice. As such, it provides lots of valuable calories, but it 
contains no vitamins or minerals and no bulk We need bulk for 
proper digestion and that is why It is wise to get your carbohy- 
drates from fresh fruits and vegetables and whole cereals. All of 
these foods, when digested, yield the same product into the blood- 
stream that you get from sugar. They just give you bulk and vita- 
mins in addition. 


Sugar does not cause nervous breakdowns. Anyone with common 
' sense would know otherwise inasmuch as most of us use some 
sugar — statistics show quite a lot — and there are a lot of us who 
haven't had a nervous breakdown —at least yet.

You can have nervous disorders with abnormal sugar metabol- 


ism, but these cases are medical conditions in individuals with 
Illnesses, not the general population. My general impression of the 
article you sent is that you are reading material that may provide 
dangerous misinformation to you about your health.

After 18 years of keeping bouse, Jane-Renee Weakley dotes on the 


job she's had the past two years. She is executive director of the 
Volunteer Service Bureau in Arlington Heights, serving Northwest 
Cook County. 


"We serve as a clearing bouse for volunteers who want to serve, 


but are not sure what they want to do ... or where they should go 
to do it," Mrs. Weakley explained. 


The Volunteer Bureau is the place to find out, and It's Mrs. 


Weakley's job to smooth the pathway. Her diversified job back- 
ground is proving invaluable in her position, she said. 


At times a bomemaker, a teacher, ballet dancer, enamekn-cop- 


per painter for Limoges China Company in her native France, 
Jane-Renee holds two degrees from Potters University in France. 
She also has worked as a governess, athletic director and in other 
work "to learn about people." 


Putting all that to use, Jane-Renee and her staff steer volunteers 


to about 70 agencies and to schools needing their particular skills. 


While a referral and information center, the bureau also helps 


individuals. One such person was an elderly woman evicted from 
her home in the middle of winter. Alerted by an Interested person, 
the bureau placed the woman with a neighbor while the staff 
searched for permanent housing. 


Another aged woman often called "just to talk," Jane-Renee re- 


membered. She found a sympathetic ear ("We are always avail- 
able") and help when she complained about the cost of garbage 
pick-up and of loneliness. 


•'WE ARRANGED for the Boy Scouts to collect her trash as an 


ecology project and suggested she and another shut-in telephone 
one another for friendly support. It worked!" Jane-Renee reported 
happily. 


Mrs. Weakley recalled another very special volunteer, a profes- 


sional with extensive education and experience in his career field 
who was hospitalized with emotional problems. Released after 
lengthy confinement, he had nothing to do. 


"We were able to find a good volunteer position for him where he 


was supervised by an understanding and perceptive person." 


Nine out'of 10 volunteers who are screened and intelligently 


placed work out well, Mrs. Weakley said. Matching their abilities 
with time they have free and with what they think they can do, 
however,'isn't always possible, she explained. 


1 Many young people think they want to help orphans, for instance. 
"But all children without parents in Illinois are now being placed in 
foster homes. So we really don't have any orphans." 


Adults with only evenings free often ask to spend time with chil-

Are we losing the battle to save teeth? 


(First of three articles on dental 


care, dentil bills ind denial research)

Item: 25 million Americans lose 


their teeth by middle ago. Another 25 
million lose half. 


Item: Ninety million Americans 


have at least 18 missing, decayed or 
filled teeth. 


Fifty-six million teeth are pulled out 


every year, many of them good teeth 
that can't bo kept from wobbling. The 
bony socket and tissue, diseased 
and/or worn out, just won't hold the 
tooth. 


The state of the nation's dental 


health Isn't what one could call good. 


Certainly there are exciting re- 


search 
frontiers _ transplanting 


tocth, human or manmade ones, and 
the hunt for ways to Immunize 
against bugs linked to tooth decay. 


SOME RESEARCH findings are 


being used here and there In practice, 
such as coating a tooth with a sealant 
to keep out decay-causing organisms 
or food particles attracting same. 


Critics of contemporary American 


dental practices maintain that there's 
not enough emphasis on preventive 
dentistry — keeping the oral cavity 
and the teeth themselves in good con- 
dition. 


The fact that dental critics have 


surfaced In recent years Is itself a 
sign of restlessness over the state of 
the nation's dental health. 


Dally plaque removal by children 


and adults Is one attempt to stay 
ahead of the decay scene. Plaque Is 
that sticky, bacterial film that forms 
on teeth. 


IT HAS BEEN Implicated in devel- 


opment of both tooth decay and per- 
iJontnl or gum disease. 


Or. Michael H. Lcrncr, who prac- 


tices dentistry for children in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in a report to the American 
Dental Association put it this way: 


"Teaching children proper methods 


of brushing and flossing their teeth at 
home is the only way they learn how 
to avoid future dental problems. 


"The patient's cooperation is essen- 


tial to maintain a healthy mouth. The 
dentist cannot do it alone." 


Helping your dentist is one thing. 


But what about the persons who never 
see a dentist — perhaps as many as 
one-fourth of the population, from 
birth to grave? 


Fear of pain keeps some away. 


Fear of tho costs keeps others away. 
For many, the two fears combine. 


THE CONSUMER movement Is 


helping to remove some of the mys- 
tique about dentistry in the United 
States. 


Notably, In Connecticut and Penn- 


sylvania, present or future consumers 
of dental services have booklets that 
tell them how to select a dentist, how 
to judge the quality of the work — 
and even, what is the range of prices 
charged for specific procedures. 


The dental fee tables circulating in 


both states are based on a 1970 Survey 
of General Practitioners by the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. 


The surveys were done for all 


states, but a spokesman for the ADA 
in Chicago said the Information is not 
meant for general circulation. There- 
fore, he could not release figures 
showing average prices for specific 
procedures nationwide. 


THE POINT OF view in both the 


Pennsylvania and Connecticut den- 
tistry guides for consumers is this: Be 
a wise dental consumer, know how to

from the operation are far-reaching, according to the director. Most 
often volunteers are referred to area schools and nursing homes; to 
Shelter, Inc., an area agency that placed battered and neglected 
children in temporary homes; and to Clearbrook Center, a facility 
for mentally and emotionally handicapped. 


At Clearbrook, volunteers tutor the handicapped, act as their 


friends, help with eye exercises and, coming in as a group, re- 
decorate, among other things. 


In nursing homes, the place where most volunteers help, they 


write letters, read to residents, help them with personal grooming 
or just talk with the lonely oldsters. Right now transportation is 
desperately needed at nursing homes, said Mrs. Weakley. 


Schools are looking for career day speakers and for volunteers to 


share their life's experiences in enrichment programs. "Elderly 
folks are especially welcome to share their recollections of years 
gone by with students," she said. 


Volunteering her own talents is what led Jane-Renee to her pre- 


sent position. Responding to the need for a French-speaking volun- 
teer, she later accepted an offer to become volunteer coordinator 
for one school, then worked as a branch director at home. 


WHEN THE BUREAU centralized its five branch offices into the 


one in Arlington Heights and the director resigned, Mrs. Weakley, 
encouraged by her husband, applied for the job. "To my continued 
surprise," she says with good humor, "I got the job." 


Approaching life with good humor is typical for Jane-Renee, hus- 


band Tim (a computer scientist for DeSoto Inc., Des Ploines), and 
their son:., Patrick, 19, Steve, 16, and Christopher, 12, who reside in 
Elk Grove Village.

select a good dentist — but also as- 
sumo a lot of responsibility yourself 
for gaining and maintaining good den- 
tal health so you keep your teeth. To 
wit: 


Brush your teeth thoroughly. Use 


disclosing tablets to learn to locate 
and remove plaque on your teeth. 


Uso dental floss. 
Water Jots and electric toothbrushes 


aro helpful, but they arc no substitute 
for regular, thorough brushing and 
flossing. 


How to get a good dentist: Get 


names of good dentists from dental 
exports and dental specialists. 


GET A prevention-oriented dentist 


who explains to you how to take care 
of your teeth. 


Avoid dentists who aro extraction 


oriented. If you have reservations 
about losing a tooth, seek a con- 
sultation with someone not connected 
with your dentist In any way. 


Be suro your dentist gives your 


teeth a thorough examination. 


Go to tho dentist who explains to 


you what ho Is doing and why. Tho 
good dentist will explain possible al- 


ternative treatments — for example, 
extraction or root canal surgery or 
pcridontal treatment; a removable or 
a fixed bridge. 


Talk with your dentist about finan- 


cial considerations at the beginning. 
Ask the dentist what he will charge 
you and expect an itemized bill. 


WATCH FOR signs of good dental 


practice and-beware of not needed 
dental work. Look for a dentist who 
polishes fillings, has a clean, neat, 
well-equipped office, and will give you 
emergency care when necessary. 
Some problem areas where dental 
work is sometimes performed unnec- 
essarily involve capping teeth, and 
replacing them with dentures and 
dental plates, and extracting wisdom 
teeth. 


If you are not happy with your den- 


tist, talk to him about It. If you still 
are not sntlsifcd, find another dentist. 
Formal complaints can be lodged with 
most state dental societies, but self- 
regulation among dentists Isn't an ex- 
tremely high priority with most asso- 
ciations.

'Government can aid employment' 


by CHARLES E. FLINNER 


WASHINGTON — Motherhood, 


apple pie and peace have taken a 
back scat recently to "full em- 
ployment." 


Full employment pretty touch 


defies definition and attaining that 
goal, however defined, seems to 
have plunged the Congress, the 
administration and organized la- 
bor Into a multilateral monologue. 


A close inspection of some of 


the chatter does signal a faint 
common thread that could link 
these diverse forces into a com- 
mon policy — maybe. 


As for Labor Secretary John T. 


Dunlop, "full employment" by it- 
self may not oven matter. 


Dunlop seeks "sustainable ex- 


paniilon that leads to stable high 
employment and not a peak that 
explodes in more inflation and col- 
lapse." 


George Meany, the high school 


dropout who sits atop the pinnacle 
of the 13.5 million member AFL- 
CIO, is from the "jobs now" 
school. He wants to hire the 
unemployed and to print the mon- 
ey to pay them, if necessary, be- 
cause eventually they will pay 
taxes that will enable the repay- 
ment of the borrowing. 


The lighter side 


T h e n there is the Hubert 


H u m p h r e y and Jacob Javlts 
school in Congress. These senior 
citizens of the Senate are weary 
of bumping along from crisis to 
crisis, inflation, recession, energy 
crunch. 


"Our economic problems are in- 


terrelated and cannot be dealt 
with in an isolated and uncoordi- 
nated way," said Humphrey, call- 
ing for long range government 
planning. 


"Government intervention and 


involvement in the economy is 
here to stay," said Javlts, a co- 
sponsor to the planning bill. 


Into this intriguing 
triangle 


could fit neatly a government in- 
vestment role. 


Indeed, Meany has that In mind 


w h e n he suggests railroad 
roadbed and track repair. Meany 
also is receptive to a Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp., a government 
agency which accumulates and in- 
vests capital on the basis of needs 
as seen by the government. 


Dunlop appears to have sided 


with Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon in fretting about where 
to get the capital to overcome 
shortages of productive capacity 
in certain parts of the economy. 


If the government goes into 


hock, in order to hire the unem- 
ployed, where will the electric 
utilities, for example, get the 
money to build their power plants 


The electric utilities example is 


no accident for that is exactly 
what Dunlop has had in mind in 
recent days. Simon, too, as he re- 
views Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration estimates. 


Dunlop told a joint economic 


subcommittee recently 
that a 


boom will bring America to bot- 
tlenecks that lurk ahead and "pro- 
duction interruptions may mean 
employment interruptions. 


"Electrical utilities are central 


to any analysis," he said. "The 
lack of adequate power means 
less industrial expansion and few- 
er jobs in the long run. 


"Not only does the placement of 


utilities create jobs in the in- 
dustries that provide the machin- 
ery, equipment and services for 
utilities, but new utilities mean 
both construction jobs and new 
permanent jobs," he said. 


The carrot is higher-quality jobs 


and more of them. The stick is 
unemployment and shortages of 
electricity and other basic produc- 
tion essential to sustained growth.

Into that formula Humphrey, 


Javits and Meany could work to 
thrust the U.S. Treasury, through 
cither large sums to be invested 
by an RFC-type thing or a small 
deficit \vhich will leave spare cap- 
ital for private investors, subject 
to a national debate about what 
the role of government should be.

It seems incredible that after 


a year of discussion and study 
there is anything left to say 
about the faulty furnaces in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Nevertheless, the debate goes 


on, aM each new verse of this 
sorry talc causes any thoughtful 
observer to shake his head over 
the perfidy of local government. 


It is now abundantly clear that 


the major developer of Elk 
Grove Village, Centex Homes 
Corp., permitted thousands of 
homes to be built with potential- 
ly lethal furnaces. 


After numerous and direct in- 


vestigations of the matter, high 
officials in Elk Grove Village 
don't want to hear the truth. 


The most recent example is 


the exchange Tuesday night be- 
tween Village President Charles 
Zcttck and the village building 
commissioner, Tom Rctlcnba- 
chcr. 


Rcttcnbachcr reported to the 


village board that as many as 
3,000 homes have furnace code 
violations — nearly twice as 
many as originally estimated — 
and these violations arc a threat 
to the families living in the 
homes. 


Rcttcnbachcr also said there 


are some homes where as many 
as eight code violations exist. 
That's hardly reassuring news 
from the official charged with 
building standards. 


Yet despite these reports, Zel- 


tek's reaction Tuesday night 
was to play down the impact of 
the statistics. "I want you to ap- 
preciate what you're saying 
when you state each and every 
violation jeopardizes the life of a 
resident," Zettek said to Ret- 
tcnbachcr. "You can't mean 
that. 


In fact, the threat posed by the 


faulty furnaces has meant ex- 
actly that for some three years, 
and by now Zettek should know 
the depth of the problem he 
must solve. 


For two years the village hid 


this particular matter under the 
rug and since Herald disclosure 
of the faulty furnaces another 
year has passed. 


What matters and has mat- 


tered since the beginning is that 
homeowners in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage not have to pay with their 
pockctbooks or their safety for 
faulty construction or the sloth 
of their elected officials. 


'U.Si needs wilderness renewal9 
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by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON - A shortage that is 


relatively new but particularly dire in 
consequence has turned up this sum- 
mer. 


Record throngs are descending upon 


national, state and local parks looking 
for campsites, and many are finding 
that the great outdoors is full. 


"The great outdoors simply isn't big 


enough to accommodate all the folks 
who want to go camping," one park 
official told mo. 


"If you venture outdoors without a 


reservation this summer, you're al- 
most certain to encounter a 'No Va- 
cancy' sign." 


I asked the park official whether 


there was anything the government 
might do to relieve the outdoor jihort- 
age. 


"Several plans are being consid- 


ered," he replied. "At the moment it 
appears the best bet is the Wilderness 
Renewal Program." 


"Wilderness renewal?" 


"Right. When you sit down to exam- 


ine what caused the outdoor shortage, 
you find it was brought about by the 
pioneers who fanned out across the 
country conquering the wilderness. 


"The pioneers had a real hangup 


about this. They couldn't bear to see a 
wilderness go unconquered. Some- 
times they had a good reason for it. 
They might need a wild wood to build 
a, church in, or something of that 
sort. 


"Buf mostly it was pure whim. Ask 


the average pioneer why he was con- 
quering the wilderness and he would 
give you some value, metaphysical re- 
ply like, 'Because it's there'." 


I said, "How would the Wilderness 


Renewal Program operate?" 


"Basically along the lines of Uie Ur- 


ban Renewal Program," the park offi- 
cial explained. "We'll go into big 
cities and tear down the slums. Only 
instead of building new indoor facil- 
ities, we'll turn the cleared area into 
a wilderness. 


"One of the prime objectives of the 


program is restoration of the hinter- 
lands. That would go a long way to- 
ward relieving overcrowding in the 
great outdoors. 


"The American hinterlands have all 


but disappeared under the encroach- 
ment of conquered wildernesses. You 
can still travel hither and thither in 
the United States but you can no long- 
er go hinter. 


"Along with restoring the hinter 


lands, \ve hope to bring back the boon- 
docks — most of which have been con- 
verted into suburban shopping centers 
— and likewise reclaim the back- 
woods, now used as motel parking 
lots. 


"Once wilderness renewal gets roll- 


ing, the sky's the limit. When you 
have a roof over your head, you don't 
have room to pitch your tent."

Blasts ambulance stand 


Tho Paddock Publications In the 


Northwest suburban area like to 
speak as the self-appointed arbiter of 
ethics for the villages where they pub- 
lish. However, it would seem that 
they ore firm believers in the old 
adage, "don't do as I do, do as I say." 


The editorial and accompanying 


editorial cartoon which appeared in 
the Hoffman Estates Herald on Mon- 
day, May 26, Is possibly the most un- 
ethical and downright dishonest jour- 
nalism (?) it has been my misfortune 
to road. 


Over the past six months, I have 


come to kno.w and respect the integri- 
ty of the reporter who attended the 
committee meeting during which the 
possibility of charging a nominal fee 
to offset the costs of providing emer- 
gency paramedic ambulance service 
was discussed. Either my judgment of 
her capabilities is entirely wrong or, I 
think more likely, her editor enjoys 
stirring up trouble by printing out- 
and-out falsehoods. 


In the Interest of honesty and fair- 


ness, let's set the record straight: 


• A preliminary discussion of 


charging a fee for ambulance service 
was held. 
• The cost of providing this emer- 


gency service far exceeds the amount 
collected in taxes to cover fire protec- 
tion and paramedic service. To 
make up this'deficiency, money must 
come from the general fund and, con- 
sequently, is not available to cover 
some of the other vital services pro- 
vided by the village. 


• Most medical insurance policies 


provide payment for emergency 
and/or ambulance service — the user 
could be reimbursed. 


• A special point was made that un- 


der no circumstances would the ser- 
vice be denied to anyone because they 
could-not pay a fee. 


• The costs for all services pro- 


vided by the village and paid for by 
its residents are going up. 


• The taxload of the average resi- 


dent is certainly near the saturation 
point. 


• In the preliminary discussions, it 


was felt by many of those present that 
it would be more equitable to charge 
a nominal fee — $30 was mentioned — 
to those who have need of the service, 
than to raise taxes for everyone. 


• Charging a fee would help elimi- 


nate unnecessary use of the service 
and would assure its availability for 
true emergencies. 
• No decision was made at the 


meeting- nor will a decision be made 
until we have all the facts and figures 
available and can present them to the 
entire village board. 


I must agree that it would be nice it 


our tax money could pay for all the 
service we now provide and would 
like to provide to the residents of 
Hoffman Estates. It is fine for The 
Herald to decide that the taxpayers of 
Hoffman Estates should pay the en- 
tire bill for paramedic emergency 
service — how much in taxes does 
Paddock pay in Hoffman Estates? 


I must also agree that as a home 


rule community Hoffman Estates has 
almost unlimited authority to tax. 
However, authority used unwisely is 
tyranny, and taxes have become the 
worst tyrant of all, robbing taxpayers 
of their ability to maintain their stan- 
dard of living and contributing to the 
upward spiral of inflation. 


What ever happened to the idea of 


pay as you go and living within your 
income? It's as sound a practice for 
government as it is for individuals.

We all have our special equip- 
ment and we all have our special 
leagues and playing flcltN, bo they 
tollwny, aide street, expressway or 
Lake Shore Drive. 


Wo all play by tho same rules. 


Some stretch and bend and break 
them moro than others, but those who 
make it to tho office or the factory 
have won tho first half of their per- 
sonal doublchcadcr. 


Each morning the roads arc alive 


with undefeated players. Around 10 
a.m. the flow of players on tho fields 
thins as they relax in the safety of 
their work, psyching themselves for 
tho Big Ono, tho second half, on tho 
way homo. 


Steve Profontalnc did his work well 


Friday. Ho outran Frank Shorter, the 
1072 Olympic marathon champion, to 
tho lope In their 5,000 meter duel. The 
push from behind by Shorter pro- 
pelled Prefontolno to within 1.5 sec- 
onds of his American record for the 
distance. 


Pro had a habit of doing well In his 


work. He owned a half dozen Ameri- 
can record* for distances above two 
mile*. He hod outklcked tome of the 
greatest distance runners in the world 
to the finish line. 


After work, before that dangerous, 


exciting Big Ono, Prefontalne appar- 
ently felt liko unwinding. He started 
drinking and soon became legally in- 
toxicated. 


Pro became, in tho lingo of the Na- 


tional Safety Council, The Other Guy. 
As In, watch out for. 


Prefontaino's death came to me in 


a flash of 84-point bold headline print. 
In tho early ruining story, before an 
autopsy was performed, nothing was 


said of Pro being The Other Guy. 


But the details of his being pinned 


under his car after hitting a wall, with 
no other car In sight, aroused my sus- 
picions. 


It also reminded me of the two 


times within the past week when my 
winning streak was almost wiped out 
by others playing the dangerous dou- 
blchcadcr. 


The first athlete, no doubt in top 


shdpc and possessed of finely honed 
reflexes, came at me from a blind in- 
tersection at 65 mps. He saw me mak- 
ing a turn in time to break slightly 
and skid around me. 


Looking back on the play, I get the 


frightening feeling that that particular 
athlete reacted out of habit, like a vet- 
eran second baseman turning the 
double play. 


Ho is out there somewhere, ready 


to tut nit again. 


That took place in the first game, 


early In the morning rush hour. The 
second Incident was in the nightcap, 
within crawling distance of my per- 
sonal homo plate. 


A fellow competitor, traveling safe- 


ly but suspiciously too slowly for con- 
ditions at the extreme right side of 
the field, abruptly cut left across the 
road in front of me and hammered 
Into the parking lot, cleaning off the 
bottom of his car on a curb. 


Ho was one to watch out for. 
In the minutes before his accident, 


Prefontaine was also one to watch out 
for. Because everyone who drives has 
at some time been careless, no matter 
how slightly, it is hypocritical to 
judge him because of that. 


We are faced with conflicting im- 


ages of Steve Prefontalne. 


Steve Prefontalne as conscientious 


worker. Steve Prefontalne as The Oth- 
er Guy. It Is a split personality that 
inhabits all of us who play The Game. 
Our future careen in this national 
iport are locked firmly into one or the 
other. 


Either we remain undefeated, reac- 


ting to and handling the plays that are 
thrown at us, or we get careless, lose 
our concentration and become The 
Other Guy. 


When that happens, our game, like

ANAHEIM, Cal. — Nolan Ryan, the California Angels' 28-year-old 


righthander, equalled Sandy Koufax's major league record of four 
no-hitters and scored the 100th victory of his incredible career Sun- 
day in a 1-0 masterpiece over the Baltimore Orioles. 


The 6-foot-2 smokethrower struck out nine and walked four to 


improve his season's record to 9-3. The closest thing to a Baltimore 
hit came In the seventh inning when pincK-hitter Tommy Davis hit 
a slow grounder that rookie second baseman Jerry Remy had to 
scoop up and throw sidearm across his body to nip the' speedy 
Davis by a half-step. 


The Angels got their only run in the third inning to break a 


scoreless string of 26 successive innings. 


Ross Grimsley, despite one of his best outings of the season, lost 


for the seventh time in eight decisions. 


With the crowd of 18,492 urging him on, Ryan retired Al Bumbry 


on a fly to leftfield to open the ninth inning. Then Davis hit a 
routine grounder to second base for the second out 


Ryan's first two pitches to Bobby Grich were strikes and the next 


two were balls. After fouling off a pitch, Grich took a called third 
strike. 


In 1973, Ryan set a major league record of 383 • strikeouts in one

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Kathy Whitworth inherits Babe's drive 


by IRA BERKOW 


NEW YORK — For young Kathy 


Whitworth, there was ono woman who 
atood out In oporto at the turn of the 
1950s, ooo woman whoso feats as 
chronicled In her dally newspaper In 
Jal, Now Mexico, could make Katby's 
eyes widen and fan her dreams of 
sporting glory. 


That was Mildred "Babe" DIdrik- 


son Zaharias. "The Babe," as every- 
ono called her, was an Olympic jave- 
lin and hurdles gold medal winner, a 
baseball player who once struck out 
Joo DiMngglo, a basketball star who 
led her team to the AAU national title 
three years running, and yes, a foot- 
ball and boxing standout, a crack 
swimmer and bowler and skier. And, 
finally, tho top woman golfer of her 
time. 


A girl Interested in sprts hod few 


fomalo heroes in those days and it 
was difficult for her to identify with 
say, such contemporary stars as the 
lumpy Yogi Bcrra or the corbuncular- 
looklng Casey Stengel. But Tho Babe 
was a mindful. 


Her life was as grand as tho ending 


wan sad, however. In the spring of 
1953 Babe contracted terminal cancer. 
After an operation, xhc returned to 
the tour, weak and thin, and dramati- 
cally won tho U.S. Open In 10M. She 
died on Sept 27,1D3B, at age 43, the 
name day Ironically that Kathy 
Whitworth was celebrating her 17th 
blrtlulny. 


"I felt a terrible loss," says Kathy 


Whitworth today. "It was such a 
shamo, for someone so great to dlo so 
young." 


Kathy by now was taking up golf, 


after having been an enthusiastic ten- 
nis player. Sho said recently that be- 
cause sho played so poorly at tho 
start, golf created a challenge for her. 


"And it still docs," sho said. 
Now, 
though, Whitworth Is tho 


greatest money-winner on tho pro 
tour, having won over half a million 
dollars slnco sho began In 1050 at ago 
19. And sho has more than doubled 
tho earnings of Babo Zaharias. 


The money Is Insignificant, accord- 


Ing to Whitworth, In taking the full 
measure of the woman. Babe Za- 
harias was playing la an age when tap

'such flair. 


"Once on interviewer asked how it 


was she played so wen. She answered, 


'I just loosen by girdle and belt the 
ball.' 


"Or she'd be looking at a 40-foot 


putt and turn to the gallery and say, 
'I guess I'll have-to hole this one out.' 
The stories are that she did, though 
I'm sure there were times when she 
didn't. 
• "Peggy Kirk Bell told me about the 


' time she had recently given birth to a 
child and the Babe was visiting. 
There was a bit of an accident and 
The Babe was helping. Just then, 
there was a phono call. It was Presi- 
dent Elsenhower calling Babe Za- 
barias. The Babe said to tell the Pres- 


ident she was busy and that she'd call 
back. Imagine that! 


"Of course, she was no. saint either. 


And I know she. rankled some of the 
girls. She'd come Into the clubhouse 
after a good round and say, 'Well, 
who is going to come in second in this 
tournament?' 


"Once Patty Berg told me she said 


to the Babe, 'You know, you'd better 
ease up. If not for us where would you 
be? After all, every star needs a sup- 
porting cast.1" 


Whitworth was once shown a brief 


film by Peggy Kirk Bell that included 
shots of The Babe swinging. "It 
wasn't a classic swing," noted 
Whitworth, "but It was fluid and 
strong, and from what I 'understand, 
she was able to follow Ben Hogan's 
theory that, 'It's not how well you hit 
It, but how well you miss it,that 
counts.' In other words, you have to 
play consistently even on your off 
days." 


Whitworth will never forget an off 


day of hers, after which she went to 
the practice range and hit drives until 
dark. She happened to notice a man 
seated under a tree on a cane chair, 
silently watching her all the time. It 
was hard not to notice him, even in 
the gathering dusk, because he had 
cauliflower ears and weighed about 
300 pounds. 


When she finished, Kathy Whitworth 


waved in her caddy from the field and 
headed for the clubhouse. As she 
passed the stranger, he said to her, 
"Well, you know, the Babe always 
said the driver was the most, impor- 
tant club in the bag." 


It was an eerie thi»g, but she 


thought nothing more of it until a few 
years later when she recognized that 
unforgettable man at a party, and 
was introduced to George Zaharias, 
the wrestler, and the Babe's widower.

In some quarters, this Is news, not 


only for reporters, but aloo for ABC 
station owners, now gathered in Los 
Angeles. The announcements would 
show the affiliates, many of whom are 
miffcd at the failures of "AM," that 
ABC was doing something to boost the 
ratings against NBC's "Today" and 
the "CBS Morning News." "AM" is in 
a dismal third place. 


BUT ONCE WE get past press re- 


lease superlatives and their calcu- 
lation, the announcements add up to a 
blank screen. One indder called the 
moves "just another crisp for a 
straw to save the show from the obit 
writers." 


Jack Anderson is a terrific journal- 


ist, the best, and a weekly appearance 
by him may make some waves, but 
'not enough. Morning viewers don't

want to be blasted out of bod by the 
latest scandal. If they did, more 
people would watch the "CBS Morn- 
ing News" than "Today." But Ander- 
son would be an asset to the ABC 
Evening News. 


Lindsay, one of the glamor politi- 


cians of the 1960s, is nice to look at 
through bloodshot eyes, but after that 
first cup of coffee, you realize he han- 
dles his chores the way he handled 
New York. 


When ABC decided to get into the 


early morning TV race, tho network 
reportedly paid $6 million to a com- 
puterized researcher to find a formula 
to voo the public. The research boys 
suggested low-keyed interviews, stu- 
dio colors, jokes and typos of person- 
nel. 


WHEN THE SHOW was served up, 


it wasn't oatmeal, but a sugar-coated 
cereal that snapped, crackled and fiz- 
zled. The interviews were too short, in- 
ane and incompetent. There was too 
much pop music and poster art. Even 
the desks were wrong. So were some 
of the on-nlr personnel. 


Recently, "AM" has been changing. 


Stephanie Edwards was dropped as a 
cohost, and the show has more news 
than show-biz pizazz. 


But as we reach the six-month 


mark, "AM America" is one of the 
biggest flops In the history of com- 
mercial broadcasting. It is TV's Ti- 
tanic. And all you hear from Its cap- 
taltw is we're right on course, full 
speed ahead. 


If "AM America" is going to suc- 


ceed — and we don't mean by execu- 
tive mumbo Jumbo — the show must 
be completely renovated into some- 
thing that Is neither the "CBS Morn- 
ing News" nor "Today." If that deci- 
sion is not made, "AM" will never be 
worth waking up to.

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February EPA memo ignored 
U.S. quashed bid to move sewage plant 


by STEVE BROWN 


Officials of tho U.S. Environmental 


Protection Agency in Chicago ignored 
a strongly worded staff memo to 
move the controversial O'Harc Water 
Reclamation Plant from residential 
areau, The Herald has learned. 


Tho EPA also tried for flvo months 


to cover the existence of the memo 
and denied many persons, Including 
U.k. Hep. Philip M. Crane, R-lZth, ac- 
cess to the document, it was learned. 
Tho memo was written Fab. 4,1075. 


DM Plaines Aid. Rlclurd Ward, 8th, 


released the memo as part nf a report 
to tho President's Council on Environ- 
mental Quality on tho proposed $94 
million plant, which was approved by 
tha EPA 10 days ago. 


T H E RECOMMENDATION was 


prepared by (ho Environmental Im- 
pact Statement Unit, which studied 
data concerning the plant. 


Tho unit recommended the plant to 


bo built on a 112-acrc site south of tho 
Northwest Tollway and west of Elm- 
hurst Road. The property, already 
owned by tho Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, is vacant but near Industrial 
property. 


Thu final EPA statement, however, 


approved the sanitary dMrlct's se- 
lected slto, 104 acres at the southeast 
corner of Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road near a residential aica. 


The unit recommendation said con- 


struction of (ho plant south of the toll- 
way would bo "the most cost effective 
and environmentally compatible solu- 
tion." 


Besides suppressing tho document, 


EPA officials havo attempted to 
downplay the Importance ol the rec- 
ommendation. 


1IARLAN HIRT, chief of the EPA 


planning branch, sold the recommen- 
dation represents an "initial" staff 
vlow but tho recommendation was 
written just u week before EPA offi- 
cial began preparing an environmen- 
tal Impact statement for the plant. 
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Hlrt denied that top EPA officials 


Ignored or overruled tho unit's recom- 
mendation. 


"The final decision reached by tho 


ogcncy was different than the rec- 
ommendation of the unit, this is not 
uncommon," Hlrt said. 


Hlrt said EPA attorneys hove ruled 


that staff mcmos arc confidential and 
do not hove to be released to the pub- 
lic. 


WARD EXPLAINED that he obtain- 


ed "nn overlooked copy" of the rec- 
ommendation in March during a 
search of EPA files. Ho indicated that 
ho tried to obtain tho report through 
official channels and finally asked 
Crano to attempt to obtain the report, 
but all efforts were thwarted. 


"From pieces of information gath- 


ered from dozens of EPA and MSD 
personnel, I learned that the EIS unit 
wni admonished for recording their 
views in writing and some consid- 
eration was given to destroying the 
memorandum," Ward said. 


Ward said Francis T. Mayo, EPA , 


regional director, decided to retain a 
copy of the recommendation, but or- 
dered it should never be released to 
the public. 


Ward also contended that because 


tho EPA chose to Ignore tho recom- 
mendation, serious omuslons were 
made in the agency's final report. 


Word said ho hopes to arrange a 


meeting with the staff of tho Council 
on Environmental Quality next week 
In Washington to review Des Plaines' 
objections to the plant. 


THE CITY AND the sanitary dis- 


trict have been battling about con- 
struction of the facility for nearly 10 
years. City officials contend that the 
plant poses a health hazard to nearby 
residential areas. The two sides have 
been in court several times and there 
is a new lawsuit pending in U.S. 
District Court. 


Tho suit contends that the MSD 


must adhere to the city's health ordi- 
nance for construction and operation 
of tho plant as a condition of receiving 
federal funds.

Save city hall, 1,200 tell officials 


A member of the Des •Plaines Bi- 


centennial Commission Sunday urged 
the'cltycouncll not to "Ignore the 1,200 
persons who signed petitions calling 
for the old city hall building to be re- 
tained as a community center." 


Sue D'Hondt said the commission 


believes the city council may be near 
a final decision on the fate of the city 
hall building, and she hopes the coun- 
cil votes to retain the structure. 


Several aldermen renewed dis- 


cussions on the future of the building 
last week, and two members of the 
council's building, grounds and park- 
ing lots committee urged the building 
be demolished to pave the way for 
parking for the Civic Center complex. 


THE BICENTENNIAL Commission 


and the Des Flakes Historical Society 
have asked the building be turned Into 
a community center and museum. 


However, some aldermen and May- 


or Herbert H. Behrel have argued it 


would be too costly to renovate the 
structure to conform to the city code. 
Building Comr. William Boldaccini es- 
timated it would cost $100,000 to reno- 
vate the building. 


Aid. John Leer, 3rd, chairman of 


the building, grounds and parking lots 
committee, said he was unsure if he 
would try to get the city council to 
make a final decision tonight on the 
building. 


Mrs. D'Hondt said she hopes the 


city council takes the time to inform 
the three new aldermen about all of 
the information relating to the pro- 
posed uses of the building. City offices 
were moved from the building In 
March when the six-story Civic Center 
was completed. 


MRS. D'HONDT sadd the city would 


obtain only about 21 parking spaces 
by razing the building. 


"I just question the wisdom of tak- 


ing the building down," she added. 


The future of the building is linked 


to plans • for parking facilities. The 
city council has failed to reach a deci- 
sion on parking facilities. A plan to 
construct a $700,000 parking garage 
adjacent to tho Civic Center and new 
police building was scuttled when al- 
dermen decided the proposal was too 
costly.

The city also has reviewed a num- 


ber of proposals to build a grade-level 
parking lot around the Civic Center 
but some versions of that plan would 
require demollton of the old city hall. 


Mrs. D'Hondt also noted that while 


some city officials are saying the 
building would be too costly to reno- 
vate and maintain there is a possi- 
bility the city could obtain a federal 
grant to pay for the work. 


"However, the city must make a de- 


cision to keep the building first, so 
that efforts can be made to obtain a 
grant," she added.

Arlington Heights has free hand: consultant 
No legal limit on stadium bonds

There is no legal restraint on the 


power of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board to issue an unlimited amount of 
general - obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $29.7 million Chicago 
Bears' football stadium at Arlington 
Pork Race Track. 


A bill introduced in the last session 


of the Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities like Arlington Heights 
did not pass and in the opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Speer-"never will." 


As a result, home-rule municipal- 


ities can "do pretty much what they 
want," Sneer says. "There is no limit 
on the amount of bonds you can sell, 
or the interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to issue $29.7 million 


in general obligation bonds for the 
stadium was presented to the village 
board last Wednesday night. The re- 
port was made by Touche Ross and 
Co., New York, for Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Specr explained the difference be- 


tween general-obligatlon bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation Is a very strong 


bond, whereas the revenue bond is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there is no liability to the village's 
general fund as In the case of general- 
obligation bonds," he said. 


The Touche Ross report predicts 


that total income from the stadium 
would bo more than enough each year 
to pay the interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond Issue with a 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3.2 million, while the debt 
on the bond issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touche Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to tho Village of Arlington Heights to 
share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Bears foot- 
ban club. 


If stadium revenue falls below tho 


yearly debt service on the bonds, how- 
ever, the obligation to retire tho debt

In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly.• Madison Square Garden Corp. 
will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mote all events at the stadium other 
than professional football.

Eight 
events, hi addition to the football 
gomes- are forecast. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison Square Garden 
Corp. .to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing. 


• The Chicago Sting professional 


soccer team will play all home games 
at the stadium during the first five 
years of operation at a minimum an- 
nual rental of $40,000. 


• Madison Square Garden will 


THE LIONS' stadium is more costly 


than the $29 million home for the 
Bears, but it will have a retractable 
dome, which the proposed Arlington 
Heights facility will not have. 


Both the stadiums include private 


suites. The suites, to be rented to 
large corporations or wealthy individ- 
uals, would provide additional income 
beyond the gate receipts. 


Some trustees said first-hand infor- 


mation about a similar stadium is 
needed, but questioned if the Pontiac 
officials might be brought here in- 
stead of making the trip to Michigan.

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'Controlled growth? until 2000 
Lake County master 
plan matches village

All kinds of data, from population 


projections to housing predictions, arc 
jammed Into tho newest phase of tho 
Lake County Comprehensive Plan. 


Although tho 300-page volume now 


sits on tho county planners's desk, its 
contents have been shown to munici- 
pal officials, including Village Pres. 
Edward A. Fablsh of Buffalo Grove. 


"It's fantastic," he said of the plan. 


"They (planners) had paid attention 
to the village." 


Fablsh said the plan, aiming for 


2000, happens to be compatible with 
tho village master plan, both calling 
for careful, controlled growth and the 
preservation of open space. 


THE EMERGENCE of a Lake 


County plan, however, highlights Buf- 
falo Grove's unusual situation. It must 
deal with municipal planning in- 
volving areas of the village in both 
Lake and Cook counties. 


Tho situation certainly Is not new, 


Fablsh said. Tho county line has In- 
fluenced decisions In the post, requir- 
ing tho village to make assorted 
agreements on roadways and public 
works projects between Cook and 
Lake counties. 


"When you're dealing with two 


counties there's a duplication with ev- 


erything, like schools and roads," 
Fablsh said. "It does make it more 
difficult, because you're doing twice 
as much work," 


"Tho village decided 12 years ago to 


go into Lake County. Had it known 
some of the problems, it may not 
have been so eager to expand up 
there," Fablsh said. 


Some of the plan deals with a differ- 


ing emphasis in Lake County, like 
its desire to preserve open space. 
In Lake County, open space is affor- 
dable; in Cook County a majority of 
tho land already is developed. 


FORTUNATELY, the county plan 


con be an asset to the village, Fabish 
said. Both plans could bring quality 
development into the area, prevent 
high density and incompatible land 
use, ho said. 


Although the thinking behind tho 


two master plans is alike in many 
ways, Fabish believes that the village 
plan will take precedence. 


"You havo to realize the county 


board will not be the same county 
board In tho year 2000, nor will there 
be the same people in Buffalo Grove," 
Fablsh said. "Philosophies change. I 
imagine there will be gradual shifts 
from the plans, but not an about- 
face." 


Buffalo Grove has pretty well ban- 


died the differences and dilemmas 
created by being in two counties, Fab- 
ish said. "For each experience of co- 
operation, we can use it as clout. We 
pick up a history of cooperation. It's 
always hard the first time." 


Lake County will be the key to the 


future growth of the village, Fabish 
said, so there is a need for coopera- 
tion there. And if the village is to 
grow, there must be a proper tax 
base. 


THE HARDEST job would be to 


balance those sources that would pro- 
duce revenue such as commerce and 
industry and the desires of the com- 
munity, Fabish said. 


"It bothers me a little that they

There is no legal restraint on tho 


power of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board to Issue on unlimited amount of 
general-obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $29.7 million Chicago 
Boars' football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


A bill Introduced in the last session 


of tho Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities like Arlington Heights 
did not pass and in tho opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Spoor- "never will." 


As a result, home-rule municipal- 


ities can "do pretty much what they 
want," Specr says. "There Is no limit 
on the amount of bonds you can sell, 
or the Interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to issue $29.7 million 


in general obligation bonds for tho 
stadium was presented to the village 
board lost Wednesday night. Tho re- 
port was made by Toucho Ross and 


Co., New York, for Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Specr explained Ihe difference be- 


tween general-obligation bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation is a very strong 


bond, whereas tho revenue bond is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there Is no liability to the village's 
general fund as in tho case of general- 
obligation bonds," he sold. 


Tho Touchc Ross report predicts 


that total income from the stadium 
would bo more than enough each year 
to pay tho interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond Issue with a 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3.2 million, while the debt 
on tho bond issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touche Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to tho Village of Arlington Heights to 


share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Bears foot- 
ball club. 


If stadium revenue falls below the 


yearly debt service on the bonds, how- 
over, tho obligation to retire the debt 
would fall to the village and could re- 
sult In greatly increased property 
taxes. 


The Touche Ross report makes 10 


assumptions about the operation of 
the stadium. They are: 


• The Chicago Bears will play all 


home preseason, regular season and 
postseason games, and at least one in- 
trasquad game at tho stadium for the 
35-year life of the bond issue. In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly. 


• Madison Square Garden Corp. 


will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mote all events at the stadium other 
than professional football. Enough 
events will be successfully promoted 
to meet attendance projections. Eight 


events, in'addition to the football 
games, are forecast; 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison > Square Garden 
Corp. to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing. 


• The Chicago Sting professional 


soccer team will play all home games 
at the stadium during the first five 
years of operation at a minimum an- 
nual rental of $40,000. 


• Madison Square 
Garden will 


manage, operate and maintain the 
stadium for the life of the bond issue. 
Mardlson Square Garden will be reim- 
bursed for these expenses through its 
lease with the village. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will levy and collect all seat charges, 
admission and concession taxes. 


• The village, county and state will 


issue all the 'necessary permits for 
construction of the stadium. 


• Traffic control and other related 


costs incurred, <by surrounding com- 


munities will be paid by event promo- 
ters. 


• The National Football League 


will approve the required ticket price, 
seat charge and taxes for the life of 
the bonds. 


• No other operation costs to the 


village have been included in the pro- 
jections. 


The report assumes 90 per cent at- 


tendance, or 72,000 fans, at each 
Bears game. A base ticket price of 
$8.25, a "seat charge" of 50 cents per 
ticket and a 3 per cent admission tax 
on the base price is planned. 


Of a total football ticket income of 


$6.47 million a year, the village would 
receive $1.25 million, according to the 
Touche Ross report. 


One/ hundred luxury suites at the 


stadium would be rented for $12,000 a 
year, or $1.2 million 


IN CONCESSIONS, Madison Square 


Garden has proposed to pay the vil- 
lage 25 per cent of the gross income 


and a 3 per cent add-on tax. Con- 
cession revenue to the village is esti- 
mated at $215,000 yearly. 


A parking fee of $2.50 per car is 


proposed. A total of 12,500 cars, and 
325 buses at $15 per bus are forecast 
for each Bears game. 


Madison Square Garden proposes to 


pay Arlington Heights 10 per cent of 
the total parking revenue. Parking 
income to the village is estimated at 
$36,000. 


Scoreboard advertising- estimated

Arlington Heights trustees have said

Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E. 


Jones says plans unveiled last week 
for nn 80,000-seat stadium and 2,700 
unit residential development at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track "raise more 
questions than they answer."

"I am more concerned about the

apartment development, 810 McHenry 
Rd., will come before the board for 
approval. 


The plan commission voted in 


March to recommend rejecting plans 
for the second phase of the Foxboro 
development, which calls for con- 
struction of 164 units. 


The commission's chief objection to 


the project was the proposed density 
of 20.6 units per acre for the site, 
which was granted under county zon- 
ing before the site, was Annexed to 
Wheeling. Village building codes limit 
construction to 16 units per acre. 


Commission members who voted 


a g a i n s t approving the site-plan 
changes, which deal with sidewalks, 
parking spaces and the amount of 
open space in the development, ar- 
gued that the higher density was too 
severe for the area. 


COMMISSIONERS 
who 
voted 


against recommending approval of a 
final plat for the proposed Pine Hill 
project argued that the zoning vari- 
ance granted for the project in 1973 is 
not valid because it was based on the 
project being a condominium apart- 
ment development, not an apartment 
development. 


George Manda, developer of the 


project, asked for an Increase in the 


density from 16 units per acre to a 
total of 264 units for the 10.66-acre 
site. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer told the 


plan commission the zoning variance 
is no longer applicable because the 
project has since been changed to 
apartments. 


The plan commission voted 3 to 3 on 


the Pine Hill project which, in effect, 
forwards the project to the village 
board without an official recommen- 
dation.

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6No limit' on bonds for Arlington stadium

There Is no legal restraint on the 


power of tho Arlington Heights Village 
Board to Issue an unlimited amount of 
general • obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $20.7 million Chicago 
Boars' football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


A bill Introduced In tho last session 


of tho Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities llko Arlington Heights 
did not pass and In the opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Spoor "never will." 


As a result, home-rule municipal- 


ities con "do pretty much what they 
want," Spoor says. "There Is no limit 
on tho amount of bonds you can sell, 
or the Interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to Issue $20.7 million 


In general obligation bonds for tho 
stadium wns presented to tho village 
board last Wednesday night. Tho re- 
port was made by Toucho Ross and 


Co., New York, for Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Speer explained the difference be- 


tween gencral-obllgatlon bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation Is a very strong 


bond, whereas tho revenue bond is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there Is no liability to the village's 
general fund as in tho case of general- 
obligation bonds," he said. 


Tho Touche Ross report predicts 


that total income from the stadium 
would bo more than enough each year 
to pay the Interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond Issue with a 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3,2 million, while the debt 
on tho bond issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touche Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to the Village of Arlington Heights to 


share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Bears foot- 
ball club. 


If stadium revenue falls below the 


yearly debt service on the bonds, how- 
ever, the obligation to retire the debt 
would fall to the village and could re- 
sult in greatly Increased property 
taxes. 


The Toucho Ross report makes 10 


assumptions about the operation of 
the stadium. They ore: 


• The Chicago Bears will play all 


home preseason, regular season and 
postseason games, and at least one in- 
trasquad game at the stadium for the 
35-year life of the bond Issue. In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly.• Madison Square Garden Corp. 
will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mote all events at the stadium other 
than professional football. Enough 
events will be successfully promoted 
to meet attendance projections. Eight 


events, in addition to the football 
games> are forecast. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison Square Garden 
Corp. to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing. 


• The Chicago Sting professional 


soccer team will play all home games 
at the stadium during the first five 
years of operation at a minimum an- 
nual rental of $40,000. 


• Madison Square Garden will 


manage, operate and maintain the 
stadium for the life of the bond issue. 
Mardison Square Garden will be reim- 
bursed for these expenses through its 
lease with the village. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will levy and. collect all seat charges, 
admission and concession taxes. 


• The village, county and state will 


Issue all tho necessary permits for 
construction of the stadium. 


• Traffic control and other related 


costs incurred by surrounding com- 


munities will be paid by event promo- 
ters. 


• The National Football League 


will approve the required ticket price, 
seat charge and taxes for the life of 
the bonds. 


• No other operation costs to the 


village have been included in the pro- 
jections. 


The report assumes 90 per cent at- 


tendance, or 72,000 fans, at each 
Bears game. A base ticket price of 
$8.25, a "seat charge" of 50 cents per 
ticket and a 3 per cent admission tax 
on the base price is planned. 
-Of a total football ticket income of 
$6.47 million a year, the village would 
receive $1.25 million, according to the 


. Touche Ross report. 


One hundred luxury suites at the 


stadium would be rented for $12,000 a 
year, or $1.2 million 


IN CONCESSIONS, Madison Square 


Garden has proposed to pay the vil- 
lage 25 per cent of the gross income 


and a 3 per cent add-on tax. Con- 
cession revenue to the village is esti- 
mated at $215,000 yearly. 


A parking fee of $2.50 per car is 


proposed. A total of 12,500 cars, and 
325 buses at $15 per bus ore forecast 
for each Bears game. 


Madison Square Garden proposes to 


pay Arlington Heights 10 per cent of 
the total parking revenue. Parking 
income to the village is estimated at 
$36,000. 


Scoreboard advertising' estimated 


at $400,000, also would be paid to the 
village. 


Arlington Heights trustees have said 


the financial outline presented by 
Madison Square Garden "raises more 
questions than it answers." 


Those questions will be the topic of 


upcoming meetings when the village 
b o a r d will decide if the in- 
come potential from the stadium is 
worth the risk of committing Arling- 
ton Heights taxpayers to a $30 million 
debt for the next 35 years.

Offidols to tour Detroit-area facility 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones says plans unveiled last week 
for on 80,000-seat stadium ond 2,700 
unit residential development at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track "raise more 
questions than they answer." 


The traffic problem from the pro- 


posed development will be Palatine's 
mc.1or concern, Jones said. 


"The traffic study that was pre- 


pared leaves a lot to be desired," he 
snid, referring to a study piepnred by 
Alfred Benesch and Co., Chicago, for 
Madison Square Garden, owners of 
the race track. 


The traffic study indicates that 


Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue to 
Northwest Highway and three other 
stretches of road would have to be 
widened to handle the increased traf- 
fic from the development. 


"They don't say they (Madison 


Square Gardens) are going, to do the 
widening (of Hicks Road). If.they are 
under the assumption someone else is 
goinR to do it I would like to know 
who it is. We have been assured the 
stnto is not going to do It." Jones 
sold. He added he was happy to hear 
that plans are to divert traffic away 
from Rohlwing Road and other resi- 
dential areas. ' 


"I am more concerned about the 


residential density and the traffic that 
will be generated on a daily basis 
(than the Sunday traffic from the Chi- 
cago Bears games)"'Jones said. 


IN ADDITION .to densltv. height of 


the apartment buildings will be anoth- 
er concern of Palatine, Jones said. 
The new residential proposal calls for 
2,700 units in six 15-stor? apartment 
buildings and a number of four-to-six- 
storv buildings. This comnarcs to the 
original proposal for 5,000 units in a 
dozen 32-storv buildings and a number 
of lower buildings. 


"They say the 15-story buildings 


will not be any taller than the Arling- 
ton Park Hilton Hotel, but that's pret- 
ty tall," Jones said. 


Pclntine will send a representative 


to the plan commission und village 
board hearings on the stadium and 
residential development' plans, Jones 
said. 
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Arlington Heights village officials 


are planning a trip to Pontiac, Mich., 
to inspect 'a professional sports sta- 
dium similar to the one proposed at 
Arlington Park Race Track as the 
homo of the Chicago Bears. 


Village Pres. James T..Ryan said, 


"I had very preliminary discussions 
with Rudy (Village Mgr. L.A. Han- 
son) 
about going to' Pontiac. The 


people there are apparently .willing to 
be very-cooperative with us." 


The Pontiac stadium, now nearing 


completion, will be the new, home of 
the Detroit Lions, professional football 
team. Like Arlington Heights, Pontiac 
has a population near 80,000 residents 
and is a suburb within a half-hour 
drive from the center of the city. 


THE LIONS' stadium is more costly 


than the $29 million home for the' 
Bears,, but it will have a retractable 
dome, which the proposed Arlington 
Heights facility will not have. 


Both the stadiums include private 


suites. The suites, to be rented to 
large corporations or wealthy individ- 
uals, would provide additional income 
beyond the gate receipts. 


Some trustees said first-hand infor- 


mation about, a similar stadium is 
needed, but questioned if the Pontiac 
officials might be brought here in- 
stead of making the trip to Michigan. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier said a trip 


to the Lions' stadium could be 
"worthwhile." • He said such a trip 
would give the trustees and plan com- 


missioners "a practical feel .for what 
we're up against." 


NO DATE for the trip has been set, 


Ryan said, but the village-owned Met- 
ron buses* would probably be used for 
the 270-mile trip, he said. 


Hanson said arrangements for the 


inspection tour will be made "in due 
time." He said Frank Smiley, city 
manager of Pontiac, indicated a will- 
ingness to assist Arlington Heights 
through an inspection of the stadium 
there. 


Ryan said the trustees and village 


plan commissioners would take part 
in the trip.

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Fire station 
finally shut; 
area worries

Tho controversial shutdown of Hoff- 


man Estates Flro Station No. 2 was 
completed Sunday with nearby resi- 
dents still worried about tho future of 
emergency services. 


Residents in tho High Point and 


Highland subdivisions had clamored 
to keep the station open to ensure 
quick responses to fire and ambulance 
calls in tho area. 


But tho village board voted to close 


tho facility at 469 Hasscll Rd. because 
It was not financially feasible to oper- 
ate tho station and a new one to bo 
opened north of tho Northwest Toll- 
way. 


AT ONE TIME, residents told the 


board they would prefer higher prop- 
erty taxes to prevent tho station clos- 
ing. It was estimated by village offi- 
cials that an additional $200,000 a year 
would be required to operate the sta- 
tion along with three others Including 
tho soon-lo-bc-opcncd facility in the 
Wcstbury development. 


"We're just waiting to see if some- 


thing will happen," said Vickl Gcrson, 
420 Roscdalc Ln., noting that the re- 
sponse time from the other stations 
will bo slower. "I just hope their deci- 
sion Is right." 


Another area resident, Howard Em- 


mormon, 312 Nottingham Ln., voiced 
similar concerns. "We prefer it (the 
station) as a fire station and para- 
medic center. We did our best to let 
the board know how we feel. It was a 
tough decision to make." 


Village officials heeded the words of 


a consultant report prepared in 1973 
that because of the station's proximity 
to tho then-proposed Fire Station No. 
3, It should be closed. The National 
Loss Control Service also noted Fire 
Station No. 3 should not bo construct- 
ed at the location, 1700 Moon Lake 
Blvd., but the now-defunct fire protec- 
tion district had already awarded con- 
tracts for tho project. 


TUB VILLAGE assumed flro ser-

Where have all the women gone? 


by NANCY COWGER 


In the early days of the City of Roll- 


ing Meadows, the city's Junior Wom- 
an'? Club had 95 members. Today 
there are only 13 and club officials 
are trying to determine the reasons 
for the lack of interest and ways to 
solve it. 


In its more than 20 years. Junior 


Woman's Club has been a major 
source of energy and finances for city 
needs that were not being fil'ed in oth- 
er ways. 


The club raised $17,000 to buy the 


city's first two flretrucks. It took 
nearly three years, but the members 
met that target by trouping door to 
door In fund-raising drives, said 
Yvonne Wurster, president. She joined 
eight years ago, when the member- 
ship had fallen from its peak of 95 
women to about 35. 


SHE KEEPS the records of those 


early years, and knows many of the 
women who started the club in a 
kitchen over coffeecups. But as the 
town grew, the membership dropped. 


Fourteen women helped to form 


that first group, Mrs. Wursler said. 
Prominent among them were Billie 
Traub, who started the club and still 
lives in the city, and Rene Jaremus, 
the first president. 


By the second year, the club had OS 


members. When the flretrucks were 
ordered, they set their nexi goal — 
establishing a public library. In 1957- 
58 they began investigating feasibility 
of forming the library system and in 
the following years set the pace for 
the rest of the city in monetary contri- 
butions for the building and books. 


"They were responsible for two of 


the biggest things needed in the city," 
Mrs. Wurster said. They had card 
parties and fashion shows and bake 


sales and even pumped gas in the 
city's first service station to earn the 
money for their projects. 


BUT BY ABOUT the fifth year, 


school PTAs and scouting nnd other 
local activities were well under way, 
and they cut into Junior Woman's 
Club membership, said Mrs. Wurster. 
The roster dwindled to 33 or 40 mem- 
bers and stayed at that level until 
about five years ago, when member- 
ship dropped again.

Mrs. Wurster also notes there is

City still in running for gas plant? 


Federal officials today will an- 


nounce if Rolling Meadows still Is in 
contention as the possible site of a 
demonstration plant to convert gar- 
bage to synthetic natural gas.

There is no legal restraint on the 


power of the Arlington Heights Village 
Board to Issue an unlimited amount of 
general • obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $29.7 million Chicago 
Boars' football stadium at Arlington 
Pork Race Track. 


A bill introduced in the lost session 


of the Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities like Arlington Heights 
did not pass and in the opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Spoor "never will." 


As a result, home-rule municipal- 


ities can-"do pretty much what they 
want," Specr says. "There is no limit 
on tho amount of bonds you can sell, 
or the interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to issue $29.7 million 


in general obligation bonds for the 
stadium was presented to the village 
board last Wednesday night. The re- 
port was made by Touche Ross and 
Co., New York, for Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Specr explained the difference be- 


tween generatobllgatlon bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation is a very strong 


bond, whereas the revenue bond is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there Is no liability to the village's 
general fund as in the case of general- 
obligation bonds," he said. 


Tho Touche Ross report predicts 


that total Income from tho stadium 
would be more than enough each year 
to pay the interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond issue with a 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3.2 million, while the debt 
on tho bond issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touche Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to tho Village of Arlington Heights to 
share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Boars foot- 
ball club. 


If stadium revenue falls below the 


yearly debt service on the bonds, how- 
ever, tho obligation to retire tho debt 
would fall to tho village and could re- 
sult in greatly Increased property 
taxes. 


The Toucho Ross report makes 10 


assumptions about tho operation of 
tho stadium. They are: 


• The Chicago Bears will play all 


homo preseason, regular season and 
postseason games, and at least one in- 
trasquad game at the stadium for the 
35-year life of the bond issue. In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly. 


• Madison Square Garden Corp. 


will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mole all events at the stadium other 
than professional football. Enough 
events will bo successfully promoted 
to meet attendance projections. Eight 
events, in addition to the football 
gomes- are forecast. 


• The Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison Square Garden 
Corp. to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing.

Federal officials today will an- 


nounce If Rolling Meadows still is in 
contention as the possible site of a 
demonstration plant to convert gar- 
bage to synthetic natural gas. 


A team of experts has been study- 


ing contract proposals for the plant 
and Is expected to eliminate some of 
the applicants by today, said George 
MacPherson, senior contract adminis- 
trator with the U.S. Energy Research 
and Development Authority and lead- 
er of the team. A decision on which of 
•20 contracting applicants will build 
the plant should be made by Satur- 
day, MacPherson said. 


Rolling Meadows came Into consid- 


eration in a proposal submitted by the 
Institute of Gas Technology, e division 
of the Illinois Institute of Technology. 


THE GAS INSTITUTE listed two 


possible sites, a municipally-owned 
6.7-acre lot at Northwest Highway and 
Rohlwing Road near Palatine and a 


Chicago site owned by the gas in- 
stitute. The institute's land at 4201 W. 
36th St., Chicago, already is the site of 
a plant to convert coal to natural gas. 


Donnald Klass, gas institute spokes- 


man, said he expects the federal offi- 
cials to find the Chicago location 
more promising than the one hi Roll- 
ing Meadows'. He noted "the primary 
site was our own property," and the 
Rolling Meadows acreage was listed 
only as an alternate. Klags noted the 
Institute's proposal contains a com- 
plete topography and soils conditions 
report on the Chicago site. 


Similar studies and reports on the 


Rolling Meadows location were not 
available, and would have been pre- 
pared to determine if the land is suit- 
able for the conversion plant, Klass 
said. Much of the plant would be un- 
derground, consisting of one or more 
long buildings, and possibly a smoke 
stack topped with a flame to burn off 


the methane gas the plant would pro- 
duce. 


T H E UNDERGROUND portion 


would be a series of fermentation 
t a n k s , where processed garbage 
would be mixed in varying propor- 
tions of sludge and heated, to allow 
bacteria to naturally produce substi- 
tute methane gas. Before fermenta- 
tion recyclables would be removed 
from, the garbage and the remainder 
would be shredded to small particles. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer, with infor- 


mal consent from most city aldermen, 
tentatively agreed to deed over the 
municipal site for a 4-year free use 
period. 


If the federal team selects the gas 


institute proposal and the Rolling 
Meadows location the federal govern- 
ment would pay the Institute to build 
the plant on the city land over a two- 
year period and operate it for another 
two yean.

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New maps of special flood-hazard 


areas In Mount Prospect have been 
released by the federal government, 
signaling the start of the second phase 
of the U.S. flood-Insurance program in 
the village. 


The special flood-hazard areas in- 


clude a band of land on either side of 
Welter, McDonald and Higgins creeks. 
Alrio included is a large section of the 
Mount Shire area, the eastern part of 
the Woodview subdivision and a sec- 
tion along Wa-Pclla and Can-Dota av- 
enues south of Weller creek. 


About half the eastern part of the 


New Town section was designated a 
moderate flood-hazard arei, based on 
government studies of the village. 


HOMEOWNERS IN the flood-hazard 


areas are not only eligible to purchase 
the flood insurance but, in effect, are 
required to purchase the insurance in 
order to apply for a mortgage. In ad- 
dition,, homeowners who. apply for a 
federal or U.S.-related loan to repair 
flood damage also must obtain flood 
insurance. 


In entering the second phase of 


flood insurance, Mount Prospect resi- 
dents also will be able to double the 
amount of their coverage, and rates 
will change from a flat fee to a rate 
based on risk. 


A public hearing on the new maps is 


scheduled for June 24, at which time 
residents can question the maps. Last 


year announcement of a similar study 
touched off controversy in the Wood- 
view subdivision, where residents re- 
sected the classification. 


In preparation for the hearing, May- 


or Robert D. Teichert has had copies 
of the flood-insurance report sent to 
various homeowners' associations in 
the special and moderate flood-hazard 
areas. 


A special hazard area is one that 


would be under water in a 100-year 
flood. The moderate hazard area 
would be affected by a 500-year flood. 


TKICIIERT NOTED that Ihe Hatlen 


Heights subdivision, which has suf- 
fered from flooding in the past, was 
• not designated as a flood-hazard area. 


He srid that work done in that section 
as part of a special-assessment pro- 
gram may have sufficiently reduced 
flooding to place the area out of the 
flood-prone category.

EPA quashed bid to move O'Hare treatment plant

Officials of the U.S. Environmental 


Protection Agency in Chicago ignored 
a strongly worded Maff memo to 
movo the controversial O'Horo Water 
Reclamation Plant from residential 
areaj. The Herald has learned. 


The EPA also tried lor ttvu months 


to cover the existence of Ihe memo 
and denied many persons, including 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, ac- 
cess to the document, it was learned. 
The memo was written Fob. 4,1975. 


DM Plalncs Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


released the memo as part of a report 
to the President's Council on Environ-, 
mental Quality on the proposed $94 
million plant, which was approved by 
the EPA 10 days ago. 


THE RECOMMENDATION was 


prepared by the Environmental Im- 


pact Statement Unit, which studied 
data concerning the plant. 


Tito unit recommended the plant to 


be built on a 112-acre site south of the 
Northwest Tollway and west of Elm- 
hurst Road. The property, already 
owned by the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, is vacant but near Industrial 
property. / . 


Tlii} final EP* .Xatement, however, 


approved the sanitary district's se- 
lected site, 104 acres at the southeast 
corner of Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road near a residential area. 


The unit recommendation said con- 


struction of the plant south of the toll- 
way would be "the most cost effective 
and environmentally compatible solii- 


downplay the Importance of the rec 
ommendatlon. 


HARLAN HIRT, chief of the EPA 


planning branch, said the recommen- 
dation represents an "initial" 'staff 
view, but the recommendation was 
written Just a week before EPA offi- 
cials began preparing an environmen- 
tal Impact statement for the plant. 


Hirt denied that top EPA officials 


Ignored or overruled the unit's recom- 
mendation. 


"The final decision reached by the 


agency was different than the rec- 
ommendation of the unit, this Is not 
uncommon," Hirt said:

WARD EXPLAINED that he obtain-

He.Indicnted that 
he tried to obtain the report through 
official channels and finally asked 
Crane to attempt to obtain the report, 
but all efforts were thwarted. 


"From pieces of information gath- 


ered from dozens of EPA and MSD 
personnel, I learned that the EIS unit 
was admonished for recording their 
views in writing and some consid-~ 
oration was given to destroying the 
memorandum,". Ward said. 


Ward said Francis T. Mayo, EPA 


regional director, decided to retain a 
copy of the recommendation, but or- 
dered It should never be released to. 
the public. 


Word also contended that because 


the EPA chose to ignore the recom- 
mendation, serious omissions were 
mode in the agency's final report. 


Ward said he hopes to arrange a 


meeting with the staff of the Council 
on Environmental QuaUty next week 
' in Washington to review Des Plaines' 
objections to the plant. 


THE CITY AND the sanitary dis- 


trict have been battling about con- 
struction of the facility for nearly 10 
years. City officials contend that the 
plant poses a health hazard to nearby 
residential areas. The two sides have 
been in court several times and there 
is a new lawsuit pending In U.S. 
District Court. 


The suit contends. that the MSD 


must adhere to the city's health ordi- 


nance for construction and operation 
of the plant as a condition of receiving 
federal funds. 


Ths MSD hopes to obtain about $70 


million from the federal government, 
to build the facility. The MSD must 
obtain approval from the Council on 
Environmental Quality by Jvne 30 to 
obtain the funds. 


Officials from nearby communities,

6No limit' on bonds for Arlington stadium

There Is no legal restraint on the - 


power of tho Arlington Heights Village 
Board to issue an unlimited amount of 
general • obligation bonds to finance 
construction of a $29.7 million Chicago 
Boars' football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


A bill Introduced In the last session 


of the Illinois General Assembly to 
limit bonding powers of home-rule 
municipalities like Arlington Heights 
did not pass and In tho opinion of a 
Chicago bonding consultant, Paul D. 
Spoor- "never will." 


As a result, home-rule municipal- 


ities can "do pretty much what they 
want," Spoor says. "There Is no limit 
on tho amount of bonds you can sell, 
or tho interest rate." 


A PROPOSAL to issue $29.7 million 


In general obligation bonds for the 
stadium was presented to tho village 
board last Wednesday night. Tho re- 
port was made by Toucho Ross and 
Co., New York, for Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


Specr explained the difference be- 


tween general-obligation bonds and 
revenue bonds as a "difference be- 
tween security and no security." 


"General obligation is a very strong 


bond, whereas tho revenue bond Is 
payable solely from revenue and 
there is no liability to tho village's 
general fund as in the case of general- 
obligation bonds," ho said. 


The Touchc Ross report predicts 


that total income from tho stadium 
would be moro than enough each year 
to pay tho Interest and principal on a 
general-obligation bond issue with a. 
35-year life. 


TOTAL STADIUM revenue is esti- 


mated at $3.2 million, while tho debt 
on tho bond issue would fall between 
$2 million and $2.3 million each year, 
according to Touchc Ross. The sur- 
plus of $1 million would be available 
to tho Village of Arlington Heights to 
share, according to terms of a con- 
tract lease, with Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. and the Chicago Boars foot- 
ball club. 


If stadium revenue falls below tho 


yearly debt service on the bonds, how- 
ever, the obligation to retire the debt 
would fall to tho village and could re- 
sult in greatly Increased property 
taxes. 


The Toucho Ross report makes 10 


assumptions about tho operation of 
tho stadium. They are: 


• Tho Chicago Bears will play all 


home preseason, regular season and 
postseason games, and at least one In- 
trasquad game at the stadium for tho 
35-year life of the bond Issue. In total, 
10 football games are planned annual- 
ly-• Madison Square Garden Corp. 
will have the exclusive right to pro- 
mote all events at the stadium other 
than professional football. Enough 
events will be successfully promoted 
to meet attendance projections. Eight 
events, in addition to the football 
games- are forecast. 


• Tho Village of Arlington Heights 


will allow Madison Square Garden 
Corp. to promote any event, except 
events lasting over 10 hours and mo- 
tor-vehicle racing. 


• Tho Chicago Sting professional 


soccer team will play all homo games 
at tho stadium during tho first five 
year, or $1.2 million 


IN CONCESSIONS, Madison Square 


Garden has proposed to pay tho vil- 
lage 25 per cent of the gross Income 
and a 3 per cent add-on tax. Con- 
cession revenue to tho village Is esti- 
mated at $213,000 yearly. 


A parking fee of $2.50 per car Is 


proposed. A total of 12,500 cars, and 
325 buses at $15 per bus ore forecast 
for each Beam game. 


Madison Square Garden proposes to 


pay Arlington Heights 10 per cent of 
tho total parking revenue. Parking 
income to tho village Is estimated at 
$30,000. 


Scoreboard advertising- estimated 


at $400,000, also would be paid to tho 
village. 


Arlington Heights trustees have said 


tho financial outline presented

Madison Square Garden "raises more 
questions than it answers." 


Those questions will be tho topic of 


upcoming meetings when the village

Tour planned

Arlington Heights village officials 


nro planning a trip to Pontiac, Mich., 
to Inspect a professional sports sta- 
dium similar to the one proposed at 
Arlington Park Race Track as the 
home of the Chicago Boars. 


Village Pros. James T. Ryan said, 


"I had very preliminary discussions 
with Rudy (Village Mgr. L.A. Han- 
son) about going to Pontiac. The 
people there arc apparently willing to 
bo very cooperative with us." 


The Pontiac stadium, now nearing 


completion, will be the new home of 
tho Detroit Lions professional football 
team. Like Arlington Heights, Pontiac 
has a population near 00,000 residents 
and is a suburb within a half-hour 
drive from the center of the city. 


THE LIONS' stadium is more costly 


than tho $29 million home for the 
Bears, but it will have a retractable 
dome, which the proposed Arlington 
Heights facility will not have. 


Both the stadiums Include private 


suites. Tho suites, to be rented to 
largo corporations or wealthy Individ-. 
uuls, would provide additional Income 
beyond the gate receipts. . 


Same trustees said first-hand Infor- 


mation about a similar stadium is 
needed, but questioned if the Pontiac 
officials'-might be brought here In- 
stead of making the trip to Michigan. •• 


Trustee Frank Palmatlcr said a trip 


to the Lions' stadium could be 
"worthwhile." He said such a trip, 
would givo the trustees and plan com- 
missioners "a practical feel for what 
we're up against." 


NO DATE for the trip has been set, 


Ryan sold, but the village-owned Met- 
ron buses would probably bo used for 
the 270-mile trip, he said. 


Hanson said arrangements for the 


Inspection tour will be made "In due 
time." He said Frank Smiley, city 
manager of Pontiac, indicated a will- 
ingness to assist Arlington Heights 
through an inspection of the stadium 
there.

stadium plans 
questioned 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones says plans unveiled last week 
for on 80,000-seat stadium end 2,700 
unit residential development at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track "raise more 
questions than they answer." 


The traffic problem from the pro- 


posed development will be Palatine's 
major concern, Jones said. 


"The traffic study that was pre- 


pared leaves a lot to be desired," he 
snid, referring to a study piepared by 
Alfred Bcnesch and Co., Chicago, for 
Madison Square Garden, owners of 
the race track. 


Tho traffic study Indicates that 


Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue to 
Northwest Highway and three other 
stretches of road would have .to be 
widened to handle the increased traf- 
fic from the development. 


"They don't say tney (Madison 


Square Gardens) are Rolng to do the 
widening (of Hicks Road). If they are 
under the assumption someone else is 
going to do it I would like to know 
who it is. We have been assured the 
siato is not going to do It." Jones 
said. He added he was happy to hear 
that plans are to divert traffic away 
from Rohlwing Road and other resi- 
dential areas. 


"I am more concerned about the 


residential density and the traffic that 
will be generated on a dally basis 
(Mian the Sunday traffic from the Chi- 
cago Bears games)" Jones said. 


IN ADDITION to density, height of 


tho apartment buildings will be anoth- 
er concern of Palatine, Jones said. 
The new residential proposal calls for 
2,7C'0 units in six 15-story apartment 
buildings and a number of four-to-six- 
story buildings. This compares to the 
original proposal for 5,000 units in a 
dozen 32-story buildings and a number 
of lower buildings. 


"They say the 15-story buildings 


will not be any taller than the Arling- 
ton Pork Hilton Hotel, but that's pret- 
ty tall," Jones said. 


Pclatine will send a representative 


to the plan commission and village 
board hearings on the stadium and 
residential development plans, Jones 
sold. 


Ho 'Indicated that from Palatine's 


experience talking to the Cougars 
about the construction of an ice rink' 
in Palatine there was still probably a 
lot of work to be done and questions to 
be answered before ground is broken 
for the Chicago Bears stadium.
